"And while not accustomed to 
talking in bublic. yet by reaaoo o? 
the sacred Mme of 'Old Orphan' and 
the prt\11c^' sometimes accorded 
that name I have nc apologies to 
offer f6r attempting to talk befop; 
this audience, nor do I believe anv 
are required. Especially since we 
see that iiiatfrinl for s^peech-making. 
or anvtMns: else for that maiier. 
from the rai ks of these 'Old Or- 
phans' has at last become very liniit- 
ed. And looking over this assem- 
blage of old veterans we look In 
vain for many familiar faces whose 
pre'^fnce forty or fifty years ago fur- 
nished such good cheer, comradeship 
and inspiration upon occasions of 
this kind and whose abse-nce to- 
day tells of the muUbility of time 
and the uncertainties cf life. But 
thank God tbrre are/atill a few of u^ 
left to renew recollections of cam 
radeahip and recount some of the 
thrilling and exciting experiences oi 
the paat. These few familiar face» 
and the memory of those who fell in 
the bloody conflict, whose voices 
echo from the shores of eternity, arc 
suggestive of the associations of al- 
most 60 years ago. and stirs within 
the memory and heart, recollection: 
of the most perilous and exciting 
times in our country's history. We 
were thtn making history, we are 
to, and in a sense as it were, re- 
viewing that history. But what 
shall I say upon this occa&ion rela- 
tive to that history a.nd to these pei- 
ilous and exciting tin\es, and to what 
shall I refer? Shall I att€«npt to re- 
fer in detail to the many Interesting 
md exciting incidents, terrible 
scenes, hardf>hip9 and dangers, 
which makes the history of this ini- 
mortal little band 'The Orphan Brlg- 
adar 1 fear to «ttematJthls mmOA 
nMsn fallum for want of time and 
ability and to refer to any particu- 
lar incident would doubtless be un- 
interesting to this audience as well 
as unsatisfactory to myself. There- 
fore, I sh?ll indulge for a few mo- 
j ments only, ir. a rambling and dis- 
I connected way a few thoughis and 
,recollect'ons illustrative of these 
perilous and exc'ting limes. And by 
reason of jny inexperience in mat • 
ters of this kind, I shall appeal to 
the charity of of ujy audience to ex- 
cuse or overlook, whatever of failure 
1 may riake to interest or entertain 
them. 

'The history of this little band 
of Kentuckians has been so often re- 
ferred to and so ably and eloquent- 
ly described, by soldiers, historians 
xud statesmen, that It would be pre- 
sumptlpn In me to even attempt a 
repetition of ita history or add to 
Its renown. But somehow, in some 
mysterious and inexplicable way, 
the subject and the occasion appeals 
to (my feelings and pride and I can- 
not refrain from making the at- 
tempt, ludicrous as it anpear to my- 
self. And it is to the more somber 
!and pathetic phase of ihe subject 
rather than the tragic and historic, 
I that I shall devote the few moments 
jot time that propriety would seewi 
I to suggest. 

"Who. but the old. the very old. 
of this audience, conipo.sed largely 
as it is of the sons and daughters 
of those who lived in the days of 
the rebellion, as some would say, can 
rMRMnber the anguish of the parting 
iminca of those dreadful times, the 
last goodbye spoken, the last affec- 
tlsnate kiss, upon the cheek of the 
dsnr boy by the loving mother or 
dsfoted Bister, and the turning 
Kway In sorrow with misgivings of 
the old father, as the last farewelln 
were being spoken? Who, but the 
old. can remember with what anx- 
iety, fear and dread, everj' item of 
news from the theater of war, frojm 
the 'front, as we old soldiers would 
fcay, was awaited and how anxiou:> 
these old mothers and fathers were 
regarding the fate of their boys; 
information from whom at any mo- 
ment, might bring the sad, the 
dreadful ^ews, that the dear one had 
tellen? Biit, wtio could comfort and 
console the bleeding heart of the 
dear old mother, when she received 
the sad, Uie dreadful message thr.t 
boy was numbered apiong 
the slain, and upon whose' manly
